SECTION 25 OF ARTICLE IV OF THE 
PLUMBING CODE BE AMENDED TO 
READ AS FOLLOWS: 


Sec. 25. Cast Iron 


(A) CAST IRON JOINTS — Cast iron 
joints SHALL be either caulked, screw 
joints OR APPROVED NEOPRENE TYPE 
JOINTS made in the approved manner. 


(B) CROCK-TO-IRON CONNECTIONS 
—CONNECTIONS BETWEEN VITRIFIED 
PIPE AND CAST-IRON PIPE SHALL BE 
MADE BY THE USE OF EITHER A HOT 
POURED OR PREMOLDED BITUMINOUS 
OR POLYVINYL MATERIAL. NO CE- 
MENT OR MORTAR JOINTS SHALL BE 
PERMITTED. 


SECTION 57A OF ARTICLE VI OF THE 
PLUMBING CODE IS AMENDED TO 
READ AS FOLLOWS: 


Sec. 57A. Water Supply Pipes and Fit- 
tings, Material—All water supply pipes for 
a plumbing system shall be of lead, galvan- 
ized wrought-iron or steel, brass, copper, 
block tin, tinlined tubing, or cast iron. 
COPPER WATER PIPES BELOW 
GROUND SHALL BE TYPE K. ASTM 
DESIGNATION B88. ABOVE GROUND, 
TYPE L COPPER PIPE ASTM WILL BE 
PERMITTED. TYPE M COPPER PIPE 
SHALL NOT BE PERMITTED. No pipe 
purposes shall be used for distributing 
or fittings that have been used for other 
water. 


SECTION 58. Relief Valves—-An ap- 
proved TEMERATURE AND PRESSURE 
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relief valve bearing underwriters labels 
WITH A TEMPERATURE SENSING ELE- 
MENT AND TEST LEVER, SELFCLOS- 
ING AUTOMATIC RESEATING TYPE 
VALVE, shall be installed in THE UPPER 
SIX INCHES OF THE STORAGE WATER 
TANK ON EACH WATER HEATER. 
CAPACITY OF THE RELIEF VALVE 
SHALL BE IN EXCESS OF THE B.T.U. 
OF THE WATER HEATER INPUT AND 
SHALL BE TESTED, RATED, AND 
LISTED BY A.G.A. IN COMPLIANCE 
WITH A.S.A. Z-21-22—1958. No valve shall 
be allowed between the relief valve and the 
hot water tank. 


SECTION 65 of ARTICLE VII OF THE 
PLUMBING CODE IS AMENDED TO 
READ AS FOLLOWS: 


Sec, 65. Floor Drains and Shower Drains 


—A floor drain or a shower drain shall be 
considered a fixture SHOWER PANS 
SHALL BE INSTALLED ON ALL SHOW- 
ERS ABOVE GROUND FLOOR EXCEPT 
PRECAST SHOWER RECEPTERS. ON- 
LY 4-POUND SHEET LEAD OR SAR- 
ALOY 400 SHALL BE PERMITTED FOR 
USE IN SHOWER PAN LINING. 


PARAGRAPH C OF SECTION 100 OF 
ARTICLE X OF THE PLUMBING CODE 
IS AMENDED TO READ AS FOLLOWS: 


Sec. 100 Materials— 
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(c) The building sewer shall be of extra 
heavy cast-iron pipe or vitrified clay sewer 
pipe ASTM DESIGNATION C-13, WITH 
PREMIUM JOINTS OF ASTM DESIGNA- 
TION C-425, OR TRANSITE PIPE not less 
than four (4) inches in diameter. 


Mr. Gunthrope mentioned that a court 
case at Grand Rapids regarding the State 
Plumbing Code, classifying the connection 
of any drain or waste pipe from three (3) 
to (5) five feet from the building to the 
curb or disposal terminal as plumbing. The 
results of the case had not been determined 
at this time. 


Mr. Glenn Bliss was granted a drain- 
layers license after completing his second 
written examination. 


A discussion regarding the need for the 
use of chlorine to sanitize newly installed 
water lines. Lansing City water normally 
has about .02 or less ppm cl, would not be 
adequate to assure safe water, unless the 
system was flushed thoroughly. 


Mr. Dell was to notify the Board members 
of the next meeting date.

Director’s Report 


1. Director gave an explanation of how 
suggested bedroom sizes were determined 
by PHA Economist. 
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Mr. Townsend, asked about the alley 
ROW and if fencing would be on both sides 
of the alley. He stated he would like to 
have this separated from the play areas 
and the housing. He inquired who would 
pay for this. 


He further questioned how one could 
qualify to live in the unit. 


Mr. Koepke asked are these units one 
story or two story? He was advised that 
they will be using the same basic idea as 
to Smokler Town House. 


Mr. DeVinney, asked what type of con- 
struction, and was advised that it would 
be brick and aluminum siding. 


Mr. Phil Besse, asked the size of the play- 
ground area. 


Mr. Gaus, asked how the density com- 
pared with the townhouses, and was advised 
this would be about 9.3 units per acre, the 
townhouses are about 12. This would be a 
little more than twice the density of the 
single family homes. 


Some discussion was held on the number 
of people who might be living within this 
project. 


Mr. Rusk, asked about the retaining wall, 
and questioned whether the chain link or 
brick wall would be the best. 
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Mr. Grinnell, asked about where the 
children would attend school, and was in- 
formed of the schools in the area for the 
different age levels. It was also mentioned 
that this plan had been referred to the 
Board of Education. Some further discus- 
sion was held on the possibility of addi- 
tional school facilities in the area. 


Mr. Grinnell, asked how the property 
was going to be policed or properly main- 
tained. The streets will be open and will 
be patrolled by the Police Department. The 
units will be handled by a managing agency 
who will maintain the grounds. 


Mr. Young, asked about grading, and 
was advised that the surface draining must 
be handled within the project. 


Mr. Springer, asked how far the project 
would be from the existing borders. 


Mr. Townsend, asked how close the 
project would be to his property line. 


Mr. Gaus, asked the setback for the rear 
of this property, and was advised that 
none of the units will be built closer than 
30 feet to the line. 


Mr. DeVinney asked the approximate 
rental rate, Mr. O’Leary advised that the 
rental will be determined by the cost of 
the buildings and the maintenance costs.

Proceedings, December 8, 1966 


Meeting was called to order by Chairman, 
George Wyllie at 7:35 p.m. 


Members present: George Denfield, Larry 
Kain, Wm. Miles, Ralph Gunthrope, John 
Brady, George Wyllie and G. J. Turney—7. 


Inspectors: Arnold Dell and Leo Fox—2. 


Members absent: Councilman, Glenn 
Dean—1. 


Minutes of the last meeting was approved 
as read. 


Mr. Dell reported to the board the opinion 
of the City Attorney regarding the follow- 
ing policy: 


“The department’s policy was that if a 
master plumber obtaining permit for the 
purpose of installing plumbing and sewage 
system for a building and when a permit 
is rescinded by the contractor, a new per- 
mit must be obtained by another master 
plumber and the fee charged for all re- 
maining fixtures to be installed and in- 
spected.’”” This was approved by the City 
Attorney and advised Mr. Dell to continue 
the above procedure. 


A discussion regarding the issuing of 
bonds in the name of the contractor or 
the company instead of the master plumber. 
It was suggested that the plumbing de- 
partment inform the City Clerk of the pro- 
per procedure to comply with the following 
Section 27-59 of the General Ordinances of 
the City of Lansing: 


Section 27-59. License, bond or insur- 
ance, registering. 


No person shal] for hire lay any sewer 


within the city, or make any alternations or 
repairs in any existing sewer or tap or 
make connections with any public sewer 
or exercise the calling of drain or sewer 
layer within the city, or exercise the calling 
of sewer cleaner or providing private sewer 
services within the city, unless such person 
shall first have received a license so to do. 
Any person desiring a license as afore- 
said shall make application therefor to the 
board of examiners of plumbers herein- 
before referred to, who shall first determine 
the qualifications of such person to do such 
work, and if in the opinion of such board 
such applicant is qualified, the board shall 
issue a license to such applicant upon the 
performance by him of the conditions in 
this section prescribed. If such applicant 
be a person carrying on the business or 
exercising the calling of a drain or sewer 
layer or sewer cleaner within the city he 
shall pay a license fee of five dollars and 
furnish a bond or policy of insurance to 
the city in the panel sum of five hundred 
dollars, issued by a surety company author- 
ized to do business in the state, to be ap- 
proved by the city council conditioned upon 
the faithful observance of the charter and 
ordinances of the city and the prompt pay- 
ment of any damages occasioned by the 
negligence, poor workmanship or material 
of such licensee. 


Report of service weight cast iron pipe 
will be given at the next meeting.
